Betts was honored at a surprise party Sunday 
evening by the community on his 20th year anni¬ 
versary on the police staff in Sierra Madre.

Blood nooded 
dosporatoly 

There are things in life 
that we should do. We 
should go to the dentist 
and have a regular check¬ 
up. We should vote. 
Most of us tend to do 
these things because they 
are directly related to 
our well-being or that of 
our family. But most of 
US do not consider being 
a blood donor as one of 
those things we “should” 
do. But of all the things, 
this most directly relates 
to our well-being. Be¬ 
cause there is no substi¬ 
tute for blood, we each 
must depend on each 
other to make it avail¬ 
able on a regular basis. 

The Red Cross will be 
having the regular Sierra 
Madre Blood drive on 
July 9 from 2:45 p.m. 
to 7:30 p.m. at the Se¬ 
nior Citizen’s building 
in Memorial Park. The 
blood drive will be pro¬ 
viding blood for patients 
in any of the 220 hospi¬ 
tals that is supplied by 
the community through 
'the Red Cross. 

Being a blood donor 
is not an easy decision 
to make. Most people 
are afraid that the needle 
will hurt and no one 
likes pain. But what you 
feel is a pinch for about 
one second and that is 
all. That one pinch that 
saves a life. The do¬ 
nation takes about 6-8 
minutes. The whole pro¬ 
cess includes registration, 
medical history, the do¬ 
nation and a canteen 
break. It takes about 45 
minutes. 

That donation of blood 
is then processed in the 
lab which is designed to 
protect the donor and 
the patient. It may be 
used as whole blood to 
save a patient who has a 
severe blood loss from a 
car accident. Or that unit 
may be broken into com¬ 
ponents for cancer 
patients, plasma for 
burn patients. All those 
lives will be affected by 
that one donation given 
in Sierra Madre. It is 
quite a success story 
when you think of those 
lives touched by one do¬ 
nation. 

Anyone between 17 
and 66 who weighs at 
least 110 pounds and is 
in generally good health 
may be a blood donor. 
Particular questions re¬ 
garding medical questions 
may be obtained by 
calling Blood Services at 
799-0841, extension 44. 

Sierra Madre has al¬ 
ways been a good sup¬ 
porter of the blood prog¬ 
ram but this July it is 
particular critical that 
everyone who can, do¬ 
nates. The 4th of July 
is a big event in our 
town. Because of the ho¬ 
liday, we collect very 
little on that day. 

We need to replenish 
our supply. But, as we 
are all aware, the Olym¬ 
pics are just around the 
corner. They may severely 
affect our blood collec¬ 
tions. Companies that 
may normally have a 
blood drive, may close 


up during this period. 

To add to all this, the 
summer is traditionally 
a time when collections 
are low because of the 
heat and vacations. So, 
more than ever, the 
patients are depending 
on our community to 
provide the blood for 
their life. As whole blood 
is safe for 35 days, our 
blood drive is very val¬ 
uable. To help during 
this period, please mark 
the date on your calen¬ 
dar. 

If you will call 799- 
0841, ext. 44, we will 
schedule an appointment 
for you at your con¬ 
venience. Could you find 
anything more important 
to do on July 9 than 
to save a life? 

A life that might be 
your friend, a member of 
your church or a mem¬ 
ber of your family.

A few months back, 
two loose dogs tore 
apart my rabbit hut and 
killed all of its inhabitors. 
I am worried that some 
of these roaming dogs 
may one day visciously 
attack a child or an adult. 

There are also the pro¬ 
blems that they cause in 
sanitation. These dogs 
dig in trash cans (there 
has been numerous 
counts), spreading gar¬ 
bage all around. They 
also relieve themselves 
on the lawns, which is 
not only unsanitary, but 
with the increase rise of 
canine parvo virus (which 
is spread by way of the 
feces), it poses a health 
problem. 

The numbers of these 
loose dogs are rising, 
and so is my concern for 
the well being of our city. 
The Humane Society, 
which is here from time 
to time, just is not around 
long enough to catch 
these dogs. I urge the 
city of Sierra Madre to 
reinstate the City Dog 
Catcher so that we can 
remove these menaces of 
our neighborhood. 

I am a dog lover, but 
feel that owners of dogs 
should be responsible 
enough to keep them in 
their own yards. If not, 
these dogs should and 
must be removed from 
our streets to prevent 
further damage.
